“BAPTIZED INTO CHRIST” AND 


“BAPTISM DOTH NOW ALSO SAVE US” 


An Explanation of Gal. 3:27; Rom. 6:4, 5; and | Pet 3:21. 


“You can prove anything by the Bible,” 


some people 


say. But that is not true except as people twist the Scrip- 


tures out of their obvious meaning and make them contra- 


dict other plain passages in the Word of God. If the Bible 


be taken at literal face value by serious, honest people, it 


will be found to teach everywhere the same kind of doc- 
trine. When the Devil wanted Jesus to cast Himself down 
from the temple and gain His kingdom without the cross, 
Satan quoted Scripture to Jesus. But he used the Scrip- 


tures falsely, for his own purposes, and contrary to the 


plain purpose of the Word of God. 

We need not be surprised, then, if good men some- 
times try to make the Scriptures prove that which they do 
not actually say and which is clearly refuted elsewhere in 


the Bible. Good men, if they have a pet theory to main- 


tain, may be deceived into twisting the Scriptures to prove 


their point. 


Those who believe in salvation by works, or partly by 
works and partly by grace, sometimes try to prove by the 
Bible that baptism is essential to salvation. As proof texts, 
they usually use Acts 2:38; Mark 16:16; Acts 22:16; Gala- 


tians 3:27; Romans 6:4, 5; and I Peter 3:21. If these Scrip- 


tures should teach that baptism is essential to salvation, 
they would contradict plain and positive passages through- 


out the New Testament. But none of them do so. Not a one 
says that baptism is essential to salvation, and not a one of 


them is intended to say so. 


In previous articles, we have 


already investigated Acts 2:38; Mark 16:16; and Acts 22: 
16, and we have seen that they do not teach that baptism is 
in the plan of salvation. On the contrary, they harmonize 
with all the other Scriptures which teach that people are 
saved by penitent faith in Christ. Baptism is important, it 
has a blessed meaning, it should come soon after salvation, 
but baptism is not a part of God’s plan of salvation. Bap- 


tism is for the child of God, 


not for the child of the devil. 


We will now show that Galatians 3:27; Romans 6:4, 5; 


and I Peter 3:21 do not teach that baptism is necessary to

"BAPTIZED INTO CHRIST" --- Galatians 3:27 


Several times in the 3rd chapter of Galatians we are 
plainly told that salvation is by faith. Verse 6 says: 

“Even as Abraham believed God, and it was ac- 
counted to him for righteousness.” 

Abraham was saved by faith, without baptism or other 
good works. 
Verse 11, in that chapter, says: 

“But that no man is justified by the law in the 
sight of God, it is evident: for, The just shall live by 
faith.” 

No man was ever saved by the law, either the law of 
Moses or any other law, but by faith. 
Again, in the same chapter, verse 24 says: 

“Wherefore the law was our schoolmaster to bring 

us unto Christ, that we might be justified by faith.” 
Then verse 26 says: : 


“For ye are all the children of God by faith in 
Christ Jesus.” 


Ignoring these many plain statements, in the same 
chapter some people try to use verse 27 to contradict the 
intent of the other passages and so teach that verse 27 
gives baptism as the way into Christ. Now read verse -27 
carefully and let us prayerfully investigate. 

“For as many of you as have been baptized into 
Christ have put on Christ.” 

“Baptized into Christ!” What does that mean? Does 
that mean that a lost, condemned sinner simply by being 
baptized is put into Christ and in the baptismal water be- 
comes saved? Can faith only take effect in the water of 
baptism? So many good but misguided people believe, al- 
though such an idea is contradicted throughout the New 
Testament. 

The word into here is important and the entire meaning 
of the phrase “baptized into Christ” depends on the mean- 
ing of into. Actually, of course, we know that the word here

does not mean that a Christian is physically put into the. 
physical body of Christ by baptism. But let us see whether 


one is put into the spiritual body of Christ in baptism. 


The word into is a translation of the Greek word eis, | 


which we discussed in connection with Acts 2:38. The word 

is translated in the King James Version of.the Bible twen- 

ty-five times against, sixteen times among, twenty times at, 

ninety-one times for, thirty-two times toward, twenty-five 

times upon. It is also translated variously, into, that, to, 

unto. It is clear, then, that the word eis does not always

Baptized Unto _— (CONTNUED FROM PAGE 2) 
mean literally into. The same phrase might have been 
translated “baptized toward Christ,” “baptized on Christ,” 
“baptized at Christ,” or “baptized unto Christ.” And if 
translated either of those ways, the word eis would have 
been used just as it was translated numbers of times in the 
New Testament by great scholars. 


EIS, AN INDEFINITE WORD OF REFERENCE 


This Greek word eis is translated many ways. Evident- 
ly it is a rather indefinite word of reference and is used as 
a preposition, pointing to or refering to some object. Here 
it points to or refers to Christ. And certainly we konw the 
meaning of Galatians 3:27 is “baptized with reference to” 
or “pointing to Christ.” 

If we consulted men about the meaning of the word 
when used with reference to baptism there might be a dif- 
ference of opinion since the word obviously is translated a 
number of ways. But we do not have to look in the lexicon 
or dictionary or get the opinion of men. Suppose we simply 
find in the Bible some other place where the Lord used the 
word in connection with baptism. Then we will-know what 
meaning God Himself meant the word to carry. 


An exact parallel is found in I Corinthians 10:2. 

Galatians 3:27 says, “Baptized into Christ.”’ I Corinthi- 
ans 10:2 says, “Baptized unto Moses.” In English, one word 
is into and the other is unto, but in the Greek it is the same 
word eis. “Baptized eis Christ’ and “baptized eis Moses!” 
The language is exactly the same except that one time it 
refers to Christ and the other time it refers to Moses. By 
comparing these two passages we can settle beyond any 
doubt the meaning of Galatians 3:27. The Israelites, cross- 
ing the Red Sea, were buried or baptized with a wall of 
water on each side and a cloud above them. They were 
completely covered and there they were baptized unto 
Moses in the cloud and in the sea. But the Scripture does 
not mean that they were put into Moses by their baptism. 
They were simply baptized with reference to the leadership 
of Moses in the Red Sea, and that event when, they were 
protected from Pharaoh and his armies was their first great 
event after coming out of Egypt. Already they had eaten

of the passover lamb. Already the firstborn had been 
spared when the death angel over. Now after the 
death angel had passed them by and they were already 
known as God’s people, they were baptized unto Moses, that 
is, baptized with reference to Moses, and under the leader- 
ship of Moses. 

Now we can easily see that baptized eis Christ in Gala- 
tians 3:27 is intended to mean the same thing. One is bap- 
tized with reference to Christ or pointing toward Christ. 
“For as many of you as have been baptized into Christ have 
put on Christ.” The children of Israel, in passing through 
the Red Sea, acknowledged the leadership of Moses openly. 
A new convert, in being baptized, acknowledges the leader- 
ship of Christ and points toward Christ as his Saviour. Ga- 
latians 3:27 places baptism where many other scriptures on 
the same subject place it. Baptism is a public profession of 
faith in Christ, a figure of salvation, a likeness of the death, 
burial, and resurrection of Christ. 


AN EXPLANATION OF ROMANS 6:3-5 


Romans 6:3 is very similar to Galatians 3:27. It says, 
“Know ye not, that so many of us as were baptized into 
Jesus Christ were baptized into his death?” “Saptized into 
Christ” and “Baptized into his death’ here certainly mean 
the same as in Galatians 3:27 and into here is again the 
same Greek word. The children of Israel were baptized with 
reference to Moses and his leadership, so new converts are 
baptized with reference to Christ and particularly with ref- 
erence to His death. If that is the meaning in I Corinthians 
10:2, it certainly is the meaning here. 

The following verses, Romans 6:4 and 5, clearly state 
that baptism is a likeness or a picture or symbol, as you see. 

“Therefore we are buried with him vy baptism

death,” is our old friend eis in the Greek. We are baptized | 
with reference or pointing to the death of Christ, and verse 
) says that baptism is “in the likeness of his death” and 
“we shall be also in the likeness of his resurrection.” Bap- 
tism, we are told, refers to Christ, points to His death, and 
particularly is a likeness of His burial and resurrection. 
The Scripture cannot be any clearer for honest hearts. This 
same book of Romans again and again teaches salvation by 
faith. Romans 6:5 says, “For if we have been planted to- 
gether in the likeness of his death, we shall be also in the 
likeness of his resurrection.” When one trusts in Christ 
and does no good work at all, neither baptism, circumcision, 
nor any other work to merit favor with God, yet his faith 
is counted to him for righteousness, so says the plain state- 
ment. A number of times in this same book we are clearly 
told that salvation is by faith, and there is not even a ref- 
erence nor a hint to baptism in connection with those pas- 
sages. See for instance Romans 3:22-24, Romans 5:1, and 
Romans 10:4-11. Then Romans 6:3-5 does not change that 
plan of salvation and does not add baptism to the plan of 


salvation. It simply states that 


baptism is a likeness of the burial
